At  this  point  in  my  life,  I want  to  devote  some 
time  to  the  causes  that  are  important  to  me. 
Elizabethtown  College  was  so  important  to  my  own 
success  . . . it’s  time  for  me  to  give  something  back.

I can  do  for  my  alma  mater  and  to  thank 
teachers  and  mentors  like  Randy.  In  the 
1970s  my  tuition  cost  about  $2,000 
per  year.

I would  like  to  share  with  you  an 
interesting  item  that  has  come  to  my 
attention.  My  son,  Brock  Ft.  McCleary, 
who  is  currently  a junior  enrolled  at 
Elizabethtown  College  is  a descendant 
of  I.  N.  H.  Beahm. 

Upon  receiving  and  reading  the 
E-town  winter  magazine,  I noticed  the 
listing  of  E-town  presidents  on  page  2 1 . 

I was  surprised  to  see  that  the  last  name 
of  the  first  president  was  Beahm.  This 
is  the  same  spelling  as  Brock’s  grand- 
mother’s maiden  name.  She  was  familiar 
with  the  name  of  Isaac  Newton  Harvey 
Beahm  as  a member  of  the  Beahm 
Chapel  Society’  of  Willow  Street  near 
Lancaster.  She  contacted  the  family 


genealogist  for  more  information  on 
the  family  tree.  After  receiving  the 
genealogy  sheets  we  can  trace  Brock’s 
family  tree  to  the  first  President  of 
Elizabethtown  College. 

Isaac  Newton  Harvey  Beahm  was  the 
sixth  generation  of  Beahms  in  the  U.S. 

He  was  bom  May  14,  1859,  in  Rocking- 
ham County,  Va.  Brock  is  from  the  tenth 
generation  and  his  grandmother  was  also 
bom  in  Rockingham  County,  Va. 

The  first  Beahme,  Jacob,  came  to 
America  in  1715  from  West  Germany 
and  settled  in  Lancaster  County.  In  1784 
and  1 785,  John  and  Abraham,  sons  of 
Jacob,  were  bom.  I.  N.  H.,  as  he  was 
known,  is  from  the  Abraham  branch 
while  Brock  is  from  the  John  branch. 

Brock  was  proud  to  find  out  his 
connection  to  I.  N.  H.  Beahm.  He  has 
repeatedly  told  me  that  he  knew 
Elizabethtown  was  the  right  college 
for  him.  He  is  president  of  the  College 
Republicans  on  campus  and  in  April 
was  elected  to  the  position  of  State 
Chaimian  of  the  Pennsylvania  College 
Republicans.  He  credits  Elizabethtown 
College  for  much  of  his  early  success 
and  will  work  hard  to  represent  E-town.

Reaching  for 
Distinction 

In  my  first  year  at  Elizabethtown,  I have  concentrated  on  lay- 
ing out  the  opportunities  and  challenges  before  us  as  we 
enter  a new  century  of  development.  By  all  measures, 
Elizabethtown  is  an  excellent  college  on  its  way  to  becoming  a 
great  institution  of  higher  learning.  We  see  evidence  of  this  in 
our  consistently  high  ranking,  the  quality  of  each  entering 
freshman  class,  the  achievements  of  the  faculty,  the  increased 
levels  of  contributions  from  our  alumni,  the  outstanding  bond 
rating  given  us  by  Wall  Street— all  achieved  while  maintaining 
a tuition  price  lower  than  most  of  our  private  college  competitors. 

But  the  new  century  will  require  still  more  of  us,  including 
great  creativity  and  willingness  to  run  some  risks  to  achieve 
distinction.  So  I have  to  look  for  ways  to  foster  new  ideas  and 
support  innovation  for  the  future,  and  one  major  initiative 
toward  that  end  is  already  underway.  Beginning  in  1997-98, 
the  President’s  Fund  for  Distinction  will  set  aside  $100,000 
each  year  to  stimulate  experimentation  and  innovation  in  five 
areas  critical  to  our  development  as  an  institution: 

• Making  our  educational  and  co-curricular  programming, 
teaching,  and  scholarship  more  responsive  to  the  world 
(tying  theory  to  practice,  enhancing  value-based  educa- 
tion, or  organizing  programs  around  societal  needs); 

• Programs  to  link  liberal  and  professional  learning  and/or 
promote  the  idea  of  civic  professionalism  in  curricular  or 
co-curricular  activities; 

• Efforts  to  organize  our  work  around  learning  objectives 
and  to  promote  assessment  of  effectiveness  in  realizing 
learning  objectives; 

• Projects  which  utilize  technology  in  imaginative  ways  for 
learning;  and 

• Programs  that  develop  new  competencies  beyond  the 
primary  specialty  for  faculty  and  staff. 

Faculty,  staff,  and  students  responded  to  my  invitation  to 
develop  such  new  ideas  with  more  than  50  proposals  represent- 
ing a diverse  range  of  initiatives.  Those  projects  that  succeed 
will  enrich  our  community,  set  us  apart  from  others,  serve  stu- 
dents better,  and  foster  a spirit  of  experimentation  and  forward 
thinking.  In  consultation  with  the  senior  staff  of  the  College,  1 
have  funded  1 3 of  these  proposals  for  next  year: 

• “Catholicism  and  Anabaptism  in  Conversation  about 
Spirituality,”  Conrad  L.  Kanagy,  sociology.  Continuing  a 
project  first  supported  by  the  Connelly  Foundation,  this 
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program  nurtures  Anabaptist  and  Catholic  conversation  on 
a variety  of  issues.  “Elizabethtown  is  one  of  the  few 
Anabaptist-related  institutions  where  such  an  ecumenical 
program  has  the  freedom  to  exist  and  thrive,”  states 
Kanagy. 

• "Sophomore  Psychology  Laboratory  Research,”  Catherine 
E.  Lem  ley,  acting  chair  of  the  psychology  department. 

This  project  will  provide  students  an  earlier  exposure  to 
psychological  research,  freeing  them  in  upper  level  courses 
to  complete  more  meaningful  work. 

• "College  Day,”  Tracy  Y.  Jackson  ‘98.  This  proposal  will 
help  promote  Elizabethtown  through  on-campus  orienta- 
tion programs  that  will  help  middle  and  high  school  stu- 
dents prepare  for  college,  especially  those  who  might  not 
normally  think  of  attending. 

• "Supplemental  Instruction  in  Organic  Chemistry,”  Carole  L. 
Isaak,  director  of  freshman  advising.  The  program  will  create 
innovative  ways  to  make  the  challenging  organic  chemistry 
course  more  accessible  without  compromising  content  by 
training  students  to  lead  small  group  discussion  of  course 
material. 

• "Professional  Development  Funding  for  Faculty,”  Thomas 
R.  Leap  ‘74,  computer  science  and  chair  of  the  Personnel 
Council.  Additional  funding  for  faculty  professional  devel- 
opment based  on  personal  development  plans  will  allow 
our  faculty  greater  access  to  the  community  of  ideas  and 
to  research  opportunities  in  their  disciplines,  and  to  seek 
out  innovative  methodologies  which  can  enhance  the 
classroom  experiences  of  their  students. 

• "British  Studies  Program,”  Maria  H.  Frawley,  English. 
Drawing  on  the  interests  and  expertise  of  current 
faculty,  we  look  to  design  a program  that  involves  a year- 
long “forum”  punctuated  by  four  one-day  colloquia  on 
Great  Britain  and  its  global  impact. 

• "Plant  Operations  Total  Quality  Service,”  Larry  W. 
Bekelja,  plant  operations.  This  program  will  develop  on- 
the-job  reading,  writing,  and  speaking  skills  for  Plant 
Operations  employees  of  the  College. 

• "Civic  Journalism,”  Tamara  L.  Gillis  and  Robert  C. 

Moore,  communications.  Two  new  courses  in  Civic 
Journalism  and  a certificate  program  in  Civic  Journalism  for 
international  students  will  be  developed,  according  to  pro- 
fessors Gillis  and  Moore,  because  “students  need  additional 
exposure  to  the  concept  of  serving  people,  serving  com- 
munities, and  serving  the  public  good.” 

® "Continuing  Education  at  the  Dixon  Center,”  Barbara  R. 
Maroney,  continuing  education.  A study  will  be  funded  to 
examine  the  possibility  of  introducing  new  degree  programs 
at  the  Dixon  University  Center  in  Harrisburg,  including: 


Early  Childhood/Elementary  Education;  Communications — 
Public  Relations;  and  English — Professional  Writing. 

• "Institute  for  Civic  Professionalism,”  Anthony  M.  Matteo, 
philosophy.  The  institute  looks  to  develop  courses 

such  as  Medical  Ethics,  Legal  Ethics,  and  Business  Ethics; 
sponsor  speakers  on  ethics  and  conferences  devoted  to  the 
idea  of  civic  professionalism;  contribute  work  to  the  journal, 
Religion  and  Public  Policy;  and  work  with  other  depart- 
ments on  curricular  development  issues  sunounding  the 
ideal  of  civic  professionalism. 

• "Curriculum  Infusion  for  Healthy  Lifestyles,”  Alexandra 
Spayd,  director  of  health  services.  The  “curriculum  infu- 
sion” would  create  a partnership  to  further  wellness  educa- 
tion, including  alcohol  abuse  prevention,  between  the 
Office  of  College  Life  and  the  academic  departments. 

• "Outreach  to  Home  School  Students,”  Students  in  Free 
Enterprise  (SIFE),  Hugh  G.  Evans,  Jr.,  business  and 
SIFE  advisor.  This  project  would  assist  educational  and  co- 
curricular  programming  for  home  schooling  families 
around  the  world  through  the  use  of  Internet  technologies. 

• "Distance  Learning,”  Steven  M.  Rutter,  director 

of  instructional  services.  This  program  will  develop  dis- 
tance learning  capability  for  the  College’s  academic  and 
administrative  departments. 

These  experimental  programs  offer  us  exciting  new  possibili- 
ties for  the  future.  In  addition,  they  display  the  vitality  and 
imagination  of  our  faculty,  staff,  and  students  that  will  nourish 
our  development  for  years  to  come.  That  spirit  of  inventiveness, 
that  willingness  to  run  some  risk  for  the  sake  of  a good  idea,  is 
vital  to  achieving  distinction. 

Even  though  I could  fund  only  1 3 projects,  everyone  who 
submitted  a proposal  has  contributed  to  the  success  of  this 
project.  All  the  proposals  demonstrated  the  commitment  to 
distinction  and  the  sense  of  possibility  for  the  future  which 
exemplify  a college  reaching  for  greatness. 

In  the  coming  years,  the  President's  Fund  for  Distinction  will 
remain  a fertile  seed  bed  for  innovative  ideas  and  experiments. 
Carrying  the  promise  of  continual  renewal  and  development, 
the  Fund  will  be  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  a “community  dynam- 
ically engaged  in  learning”  in  the  21st  century7.

The  Other  Curriculum

Coexisting  alongside  the  formal  curriculum  of  every  college  is 
another  set  of  learning  experiences,  sometimes  called  extra- 
cunicular  or  co-curricular  learning.  These  activities,  especially 
in  a residential  college,  are  vital  to  the  educational  effectiveness 
of  the  institution.  They  include  such  things  as  athletics,  musical 
groups,  theatre,  student  government,  clubs,  internships,  reli- 
gious groups,  and  service-learning  activities.  At  Elizabethtown, 
co-curricular  learning  activities  abound. 

Another  part  of  the  learning  that  occurs  at  college,  however, 
occurs  through  what  I like  to  call  the  implied  or  implicit  curricu- 
lum. 1 like  this  term  because  it  acknowledges  the  learning  that 
pervades  all  the  experiences  of  being  at  a particular  college, 
whether  such  learning  is  related  to  classroom,  out  of  classroom 
experiences,  or  the  general  culture  that  people  take  for  granted. 
The  implied  curriculum  has  to  do  with  the  particular  culture  of 
an  institution.  Colleges  differ  from  one  another  not  only  in  size, 
course  offerings,  departmental  strengths,  location,  religious  affil- 
iation, and  availability  of  structured  co-curricular  activities,  but 
also  in  the  values  that  run  through  the  daily  life  experiences  of 
the  community.  Those  daily  life  experiences 
teach  students  much  more  than  we  generally 
acknowledge. 

What  do  students  learn  simply  by  being  at 
Elizabethtown?  First,  our  students  absorb  a 
sense  of  community  and  caring.  This  sense 
of  caring  picks  them  up  the  first  day  they 
arrive;  it  pemieates  their  experiences  in  resi- 
dence halls,  sports,  and  classrooms.  Because 
we  do  not  have  divisive  groups  such  as  fra- 
ternities and  sororities,  our  students  think  of 
themselves  as  part  of  one  large  community. 

Second,  E-town  students  learn  trust. 

Many  visitors  remark  how  unusual  they  find 
it  that  our  students  routinely  leave  their  book 
bags  in  the  dining  room  lobby,  hilly  expect- 
ing to  retrieve  them  at  the  end  of  the  meal. 

Such  trust  is  something  that  we  learn  to  take  for  granted; 
when  it  occasionally  is  violated,  we  feel  that  the  natural  order 
has  failed. 

Third,  our  students  learn  that  work  is  expected.  A very  high 
percentage  of  our  students  hold  jobs  on  campus,  or  off.  Because 
students  see  other  students  working,  they  learn  to  value  and 
expect  to  work  themselves.  The  jobs  carry7  specific  educational 
potential;  students  learn  particular  skills  from  their  jobs,  but, 
apart  from  that,  they  learn  a work  ethic.  The  ability  to  do  some- 
thing, not  just  to  talk  about  it,  is  part  of  the  implied  curriculum 
here. 

One  could  also  mention  the  role  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  in  our  implied  curriculum.  Only  a small  number  of  our 
students  are  Brethren — less  than  five  percent.  Many  students 


come  to  Elizabethtown  with  no 
knowledge  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  at  all.  By  the  time  they 
leave,  however,  they  have  absorbed 
some  rudimentary  knowledge,  but, 
even  more  important,  they  have 
absorbed  some  Brethren  values. 

Our  rules,  while  allowing  a great  deal  of  individual  freedom, 
also  demand  responsibility.  The  laws  about  alcohol,  for  example, 
are  not  ignored.  Neither  are  they  zealously  enforced.  Students 
learn  that  they  must  be  the  judge  of  their  own  behavior.  So 
also,  they  learn  the  Brethren  value  of  service,  not  because  it 
is  required  of  everyone,  but  because  the  culture  promotes  it. 
Through  events  like  the  annual  “Into  the  Streets,"  students  and 
faculty  emphasize  the  importance  of  service  as  part  of  learning. 

Tolerance,  a key  Brethren  virtue,  is  taught  at  Elizabethtown 
not  chiefly  through  the  formal  curriculum,  but  by  the  way  that 
students  with  differences  in  background  and  convictions  are 
expected  to  live  together.  And,  of  course,  one  thing  that  is  not 
tolerated  at  Elizabethtown  is  violence. 

Elizabethtown’s  location  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  Lancaster  County  affects  the  way 
our  students  learn  to  rely  on  each  other  and 
to  enjoy  each  other’s  talents.  We  have  a stu- 
dent body  full  of  performers.  1 have  never 
been  part  of  a college  where  students  were 
so  willing  to  share  their  talents.  (At  the 
same  time,  anyone  who  goes  to  Elizabeth- 
town becomes  familiar  with  the  srhells  of 
chocolate  and  agriculture.) 

Not  all  of  the  implied  curriculum  of  any 
college  is  always  good.  There  are  things  I wish 
we  could  change.  I wish  our  students  learned 
to  have  higher  expectations  for  their  careers. 

1 wish  that  more  racial  and  cultural  diversity7 
was  part  of  the  daily  fabric  of  our  lives.  1 wish 
that  it  was  easier  to  have  access  to  outstanding  cultural  events.  I 
wish  that  the  discussion  of  ideas  and  intellectual  issues  occurred 
more  naturally  in  our  daily  lives.  But,  given  the  fact  that  every 
learning  environment  has  some  limitations.  I think  that  we  have 
much  to  be  grateful  for. 

Part  of  my  responsibility  as  dean  of  college  life  for  the  last 
seven  years  has  been  to  make  people  aware  of  the  implied 
curriculum  of  the  College,  and  to  help  strengthen  it.  1 leave  the 
job  knowing  that  more  remains  to  be  done,  but  pleased  with 
the  kind  of  lessons  that  students  at  Elizabethtown  routinely 
learn.  E

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McAllister  Named  New  Provost

Dr.  Ronald ).  McAllister,  professor  of 
sociology  at  Northeastern  University 
has  been  named  the  new  provost  and 
dean  of  the  faculty  at  Elizabethtown, 
President  Theodore  E.  Long  announced 
in  March.  He  will  also  hold  a faculty' 
appointment  as  professor  of  peace  and 
conflict  studies  and  sociology.  This 
appointment  is  effective  July  1 . 

At  Northeastern,  McAllister  served  in 
a variety  of  administrative  posts  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  including 
associate  dean  for  academic  affairs, 
director  of  the  graduate  school,  director 
of  the  honors  program,  and  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Sociology  and 
Anthropology.  Prior  to  joining  the  fac- 
ulty at  Northeastern,  he  served  as  chair 
of  the  urban  studies  program  at  the 
University  of  California  at  Riverside 
and  as  assistant  project  director  for  the 
Center  of  Urban  and  Regional  Studies 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill. 


“He  comes  as  an  accomplished 
teacher  and  a well-published  scholar 
with  an  international  reputation,”  said 
Long.  “He  is  an  imaginative,  collegial 
leader  with  a deep  appreciation  of  our 
mission  and  religious  heritage  and  a 
talent  to  work  effectively  with  our 
faculty  and  all  other  segments  of  our 
community.  More  than  just  an  effective 
administrator,  he  will  focus  our  academic 
enterprise  on  the  task  of  serving  students 
in  new  and  distinctive  ways.” 

McAllister  is  a graduate  of  Merrimack 
College,  and  he  received  his  masters  and 
doctoral  degrees  in  sociology  from  Duke 
University.  He  has  published  widely  in 
the  fields  of  urban  studies,  the  sociology 
of  religion,  peace  and  conflict  studies, 
and  research  methodology.  He  is  co- 
author of  the  book  Approaches  to  Social 
Research  (Oxford  University  Press)  and 
currently  is  working  on  a new  book 
titled  The  Other  Side:  Religion  and  the 
Northern  Ireland  Coiiflict  (Macmillan 
Press  of  London) . 

“I’ve  gotten  a sense  of  the  town  and 
the  campus  itself,”  McAllister  told  the 
Lancaster  Intelligencer-Journal,  “and 
they  both  excite  me  a great  deal.”  His 
own  particular  field,  conflict  studies, 
he  says  “is  a growth  industry.  There  are 
opportunities  for  people  who  understand 
mediation,  negotiation,  arbitration,  and 
conflict  resolution  in  general.” 

McAllister’s  selection  came  after  an 
exhaustive  selection  process,  which  saw 
a search  committee  chaired  by  John  C. 
Rohrkemper,  English,  consider  more 
than  1 00  candidates  and  ultimately 
invite  four  highly  attractive  academics  to 
campus  to  meet  with  students,  alutnni, 
faculty,  and  staff. 

McAllister  will  move  to  Elizabethtown 
this  summer  with  his  wife,  Judith,  and 
his  youngest  sons,  Nick  and  Joe,  twins 
aged  thirteen.

An  “audience  combined 
with  actors”  concept  was

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Student  Survey 
Reveals  Satisfaction 

Student  satisfaction  with  services,  activi- 
ties, and  programs  at  Elizabethtown 
ranks  above  the  national  average  in  1 5 
of  the  1 8 categories  studied,  according 
to  a recent  survey. 

Students  nationwide  were  asked  to 
rate  their  level  of  satisfaction  in  various 
aspects  of  college  life  on  a scale  of  one 
to  five.  Elizabethtown  scored  well  in  all 
18  groupings  and  was  particularly 
strong  in  areas  like  College-sponsored 
Tutorial  Services  (4.16  out  of  five), 
Financial  Aid  Services  (4.07),  and 
Personal  Counseling  (3.94). 

There  was  also  an  overall  upward 
trend  in  the  1997  results  as  compared 
to  similar  surveys  administered  to 
Elizabethtown  students  in  1988,  1993, 
and  1994. 

The  survey  also  claims  that  88.3 
percent  of  all  current  E-town  students 
participate  in  College-sponsored  social 
activities,  a figure  that  is  over  60% 
higher  than  the  national  average. 
Furthermore,  it  states  that  77  percent  of 
the  College’s  students  use  the  financial 
aid  services,  well  above  the  national 
average  of  55.3  percent,  underlying  the 
importance  of  Elizabethtown’s  current 
endowment  campaign. 

The  survey  reflected  well  for  the 
College  in  other  areas  as  well.  Seventy- 
eight  percent  of  the  students  questioned 
were  either  satisfied  or  extremely  satis- 
fied with  their  college  housing.  The  topic 
of  “service-learning”  was  also  addressed, 
as  98  percent  of  those  with  a service 
learning  experience  claimed  that  it  was 
either  somewhat  or  very  satisfying. 

“It’s  gratifying  to  know  that  we  are 
meeting  the  students’  needs  in  so  many 
important  areas.  There  is  certainly  room 
for  improvement,  but  at  least  we  know 
we’re  on  the  right  track,”  commented 
Richard  Crocker,  Elizabethtown’s  dean 
of  college  life. 


Students  Travel  on  Break— to  Iceland 

Tracing  the  same  path  of  the  Vikings  a millennium  earlier,  voyagers  from  Elizabethtown 
College  took  an  unusual  field  trip  to  Iceland  this  past  Thanksgiving  break  as  part  of  a fresh- 
man seminar  entitled  "Scandinavian  Society  and  Stories"  taught  by  Robert  R Wheelersburg, 
assistant  professor  of  anthropology. 

“Icelandic  Sagas,  which  are  based  upon  Germanic  and  Gothic  legends-and  upon  the  mythol- 
ogy of  the  Nordic  gods  such  as  Odin  and  Thor-represent  a significant  contribution  to  Western 
cultural  development  as  the  oldest  examples  of  European  literature,"  says  Wheelersburg. 

Wheelersburg  further  reports:  "The  goal  of  the  study  trip  was  to  learn  about  Scandinavian 
society  firsthand.  We  started  with  a tour  of  the  northernmost  European  capital,  Reykjavik, 
which  is  heated  by  geothermally  heated  water  pumped  from  the  island's  200  active  volcanoes. 
After  the  tour,  we  lunched  at-you  guessed  it-the  Hard  Rock  Cafe,  which  is  merely  part  of  the 
city's  cosmopolitan  charm. 

"On  Thanksgiving  Day,  we  drove  to  a farm  outside  the  city  where  the  students  rode 
Icelandic  ponies,  which  have  been  specially  bred  for  nearly  a thousand  years,  in  the  cold,  sub- 
arctic terrain.  After  a quick  clean  up,  we  drove  to  the  U.S.  Naval  Air  Station  at  Keflavik  for 
Thanksgiving  dinner  with  U.S.  Marines,  where  our  students  learned  what  life  is  like  for  a typical 
18-year  old  American  serving  abroad  in  a sometimes  lonely  outpost. 

"On  the  following  day,  the  students  visited  some  of  the  natural  wonders  in  the  surrounding

countryside.  The  Golden  Circle  Tour'  started  at  Geysir,  the  magnificent  fountain  of  superheated 
water  that  lends  its  name  to  the  English  language.  Volcanic  craters,  rushing  rivers  with  ice- 
flows,  and  glaciers  all  showed  the  group  why  Iceland  is  one  of  the  top  destinations  for  tourists. 
In  the  distance  rose  Mount  Hekla,  Iceland's  most  famous  volcano  once  named  the  jaws  of  hell" 
by  visiting  Europeans. 

"That  evening,  a dressed-up  group  dined  at  a university  eatery  on  lamb  and  trout;  Icelandic 
specialties.  Several  groups  of  students  were  invited  to  native  homes  of  local  university  students 
to  talk  late  into  the  night  and  watch  the  sun  come  up,  a Scandinavian  tradition. 

"The  field  trip  was  more  than  just  a good  time  during  a break  from  school.  As  an  anthropolo- 
gist, I believe  that  to  learn  about  a foreign  people,  one  must  live  with  them.  After  a semester  of 
reading  about  that  culture,  the  opportunity  to  visit  Iceland  allowed  my  students  to  experience 
it  firsthand."  E 

Wheelersburg  is  also  visiting  professor  of  ethnic  studies  at  Umed  University  in  Sweden.  Twice  Fulbright 
Scholar  to  Scandinavia,  he  has  served  as  a consultant  to  NATO  and  the  Icelandic  government  on  disaster 
assistance  for  nearly  a decade.  In  July  and  August,  he  will  coordinate  humanitarian  activities  in  the  Icelandic 
Emergency  Operations  Center  during  a NATO/Partnership  for  Peace  disaster  assistance  exercise  involving 
military  and  civilian  search  and  rescue  teams  from  twenty  countries.

Storming  the  Ivory  Tower: 

The  Growing  Movement  to  Hold  Colleges 
Accountable  in  the  Face  of  Rising  Costs

Until  very  recently  in  the  history  of  our  country,  higher 

education  was  generally  regarded  benignly  along  with  the 
efficiency  of  the  healthcare  system,  the  relative  stability  of 
the  stock  market,  and  reliability  of  police  protection.  No  longer 
taken  for  granted,  however,  higher  education  has  become  a 
red-meat  issue  for  the  nation’s  cultural  and  intellectual  police, 
casting  a wide,  often  thin  net  of  criticism  across  the  spectrum 
of  American  colleges  and  universities. 

Last  March,  the  cover  of  Time  featured  a story  entitled  “How 
Colleges  are  Gouging  ‘U’:  A Special  Investigation  into  Why 
Tuition  has  Soared,”  which  chronicled  the  meteoric  rise  of  tuition 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  In  April,  commentator 
Thomas  Sowell  published  a syndicated  newspaper  column  enti- 
tled “Dry  Rot  is  Showing  at  Colleges,”  which  attacked  higher 
education  for,  among  other  things,  the  “academic  pork  banel,” 
the  average  salaty  of  Division  1 football  coaches,  the  sins  of 
four  Pell  Grant  recipients,  and  colleges  which  “have  considered 
themselves  too  lofty  and  noble  to  let  military  training  programs 
sully  their  sacred  campuses.” 

In  his  acceptance  speech  at  the  Republican  convention  last 
summer,  presidential  candidate  Bob  Dole  stated,  “Not  for  noth- 
ing are  we  the  biggest  education 
spenders  and  among  the  lowest 
education  achievers  among  the 
leading  industrial  nations.”  In  his 
State  of  the  Union  address  last 
Febmary,  President  Bill  Clinton 
called  for  national  educational 
standards. 

Why  has  higher  education 
suddenly  entered  into  a season 
of  controversy? 

Spiralling  concerns  about  a 
combination  of  tuition  increases, 
outcomes  for  graduates,  faculty 
assessment  and  workload,  tenure, 
student  services,  athletic  integrity 
and  a whole  host  of  other  issues 
under  the  big-tent  of  “accounta- 
bility” plaster  the  editorial  pages 
of  newspapers  in  every  state  and 
city.  Politicians  and  social  critics 
push  the  higher  education  hot 
button  because  they  feel  there 
is  a sense  of  alienation  between 


the  public  “consumers”  of  education  and  the  educational  “providers.” 

Unquestionably,  beneath  the  thin  veneer  of  journalistic  hyper- 
bole and  political  rhetoric  lie  some  very  real  challenges  for  higher 
education  leadership  in  this  country.  Chief  among  them  is  the 
answer  to  the  questions  people  are  struggling  to  define:  Are 
American  colleges  and  universities  accountable  to  anyone? 

In  this,  the  first  of  a series  of  Elizabethtown  features  that  will 
discuss  issues  surrounding  accountability  in  higher  education, 
the  cost  of  education  is  examined. 

Sources  of  Discontent 

At  the  heart  of  many  discussions  concerning  the  accountability 
of  colleges  and  universities  is  the  issue  of  money.  “Why  is  it,” 
so  many  of  us  ask,  “that  college  costs  so  much  less  when  I was 
a student  than  it  does  now?” 

The  common  perception  of  increased  costs,  especially  among 
private  colleges  and  universities,  is  no  illusion.  The  Chronicle 
of  Higher  Education  reported  last  September  that  “between 
1980-81  and  1994-95,  tuition  increased  234  percent,  according 
to  a report  from  the  G.A.O.  (General  Accounting  Office).  In  the 

same  period,  incomes  rose  82  per- 
cent and  the  cost  of  consumer 
goods  74  percent.” 

One  explanation  for  rising  costs 
is  offered  by  Martin  Myerson, 
former  president  of  Penn  who  was 
quoted  in  the  Time  article,  “ [In  the 
1970s]  we  were  building  up  a 
kind  of  notion  about  colleges  and 
universities  that  the  higher  the 
price,  the  better  they  were.”  Many 
observers  call  this  the  “Chivas 
Regal  effect” — equating  price  with 
quality — by  which  many  private 
institutions  pegged  their  own 
tuition  increases  to  those  of  the 
Ivy  League. 

“The  underlying  premise  of  the 
Chivas  Regal  effect  proved  to  be 
correct,”  wrote  Erik  Larson  in 
Time.  “Throughout  the  '80s  ... 
parents  came  increasingly  to  feel 
that  a college  education  was  a 
necessity,  a direct  conduit  to  a 
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high-paying  job.  Easy  financial  credit,  moreover,  made  it  possi- 
ble for  parents  to  borrow  large  sums  of  money;  doing  so  for  col 
lege  became  more  socially  acceptable.” 

It  is  no  coincidence,  then,  that  families  now  have  begun 
to  investigate  and  pursue  the  less  expensive  public  university 
option,  where  the  average  annual  cost  for  tuition  is  $2,860, 
according  to  Professor  Louis  Menand  of  the  Graduate  Center 
of  the  City  University  of  New  York. 

Penn  State,  with  its  relatively  modest  tuition  of  less  than 
$6,000  for  Pennsylvania  residents,  has 
launched  aggressive  expansion  plans  in 
response  to  demand.  It  is  also  no  coincidence 
that  of  the  top  ten  colleges  and  universities 
to  which  Elizabethtown  applicants  also  send 
their  SAT  scores,  seven 
are  state-affiliated. 

Who  Is  Really  Responsible? 

A superficial  analysis  could  yield  a conclu- 
sion that  because  private  colleges  adhered 
to  the  Chivas  Regal  effect,  did  not  control 
their  costs,  and  ignored  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents, “privates”  will  watch  as  public  univer- 
sities grab  control  of  the  higher  education 
marketplace. 

Indeed,  State  Representative  Thomas 
E.  Armstrong,  whose  district  includes 
Elizabethtown,  talks  about  how  his  col- 
leagues in  the  legislature  are  beginning  to 
discuss  various  carrot-and-stick  approaches 
to  government  funding  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  reaction  to  escalating  costs, 
including  tying  funding  of  higher  education 
to  the  rate  of  tuition  increase  and  funding  private  colleges  on 
the  condition  that  they  agree  to  open  their  books  to  public 
scrutiny. 

Many  observers,  however,  respond  that  colleges  like 
Elizabethtown  never  had  the  luxury  of  selling  themselves  as 
high-priced  luxury  commodities.  “Going  back  to  the  1960s,  we 
had  to  manage  scarce  resources  just  to  keep  our  doors  open,” 
says  Mary  Beth  Matteo,  vice  president  for  marketing  and  public 
affairs.  “It  is  somewhat  ironic  that  the  frugality  we  practiced  for 
years  positioned  the  College  well  in  the  1 990s  when  some  insti- 
tutions are  having  trouble  paring  back.  In  the  public  outcry,  some 
institutions  like  Elizabethtown  are  taking  the  rap  for  others.” 

There  is  one  point  in  the  debate  over  costs  that  cannot 
be  emphasized  enough,  according  to  Treasurer  John  Shaeffer: 
“Colleges  with  large  endowments  are  attracting  much  of  the 
criticism  directed  toward  higher  education  as  a whole.” 

Yale  University,  with  an  endowment  of  close  to  $5  billion, 
could  afford  to  charge  students  no — zero — tuition  and  still  have 
its  endowment  increase,  according  to  Gordon  Lafer,  research 
director  of  the  Federation  of  University  Employees.  Harvard’s 
endowment  stands  at  close  to  $9  billion;  Penn,  the  subject  of 
the  criticism  by  Time,  has  just  over  $2  billion. 


With  all  the  financial  flexibility  afforded  these  universities  by 
their  large  endowments,  says  Shaeffer,  many  simply  lack  the 
necessity  to  be  accountable.  “With  our  endowment  standing  at 
around  $25  million,"  he  adds,  “there  are  entirely  different  sets 
of  tides  and  principles  that  apply  to  Elizabethtown.” 

Nonetheless,  Elizabethtown’s  own  tuition,  now  just  over 
$16,000  per  year,  has  risen  considerably  in  the  past  20  years. 

If  not  the  Chivas  Regal  effect,  what  caused  the  increase? 

Costs  rose  at  most  colleges  mainly  in  response  to  two  factors: 

significantly  higher  employee  health  and 
other  benefits — which  are  affecting  evety 
sector  of  the  economy — and  student  needs. 
Ronald  J.  McAllister,  newly  appointed  provost 
at  Elizabethtown,  was  asked  to  comment  on 
five  principle  components  which,  in  response 
to  student  needs,  contributed  to  the  higher 
cost  of  college: 

• Faculty  and  staff:  “The  sendee  deliv- 
ered by  faculty  is  a specialized  product  deliv- 
ered in  a personal  way.  Just  as  people  do  not 
generally  want  to  buy  one-size-fits-all  legal 
contracts,  one  does  not  want  to  buy  higher 
education  that  way  either.”  And  the  best  fac- 
ulty— who  draw  the  best  high  school  stu- 
dents to  their  institutions — are  in  demand, 
pushing  compensation  levels  higher.  Even 
Larson  conceded  in  Time  that  “competition 
for  faculty  can  be  fierce.” 

• Equipment:  “A  large  part  of  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  higher  education  is 
explained  by  investment  in  technology. 
Remember  slide  rules  and  pocket  calcula- 
tors? The  networking  of  the  entire  campus  at 

Elizabethtown  is  an  investment  that  had  to  be  made,  but  such 
technology  does  not  come  cheaply.” 

• Supplies:  “Anyone  who  buys  books  will  be  aware  of  the 
dramatic  increase  in  the  cost ...  [yet]  library'  holdings  must  be 
maintained  and  expanded  if  the  College  is  to  be  up  to  standard 
and  competitive.” 

• Buildings:  “The  competition  between  colleges  is  intense 
and  students’  choices  often  hinge  on  the  amenities  available  to 
them.  Schools  with  better  facilities  are  at  a competitive  advan- 
tage when  it  comes  to  recruiting  students."  Former  Penn 
President  Meyerson,  who  was  at  Berkeley  during  student  up- 
risings in  the  1 960s,  more  succinctly  noted  that  “the  worst  sit-in 
I experienced  was  when  we  tried  to  shut  down  the  hockey  rink." 

• Student  aid:  “Students  have  more  aid  now  than  they  did 
when  I was  in  school,  while  at  the  same  time  I am  sure  that  the 
amount  of  financial  aid  available  from  the  federal  government 
has  not  kept  up.  Ninety-three  percent  of  Elizabethtown  fresh- 
men received  aid  and  most  of  that  was  in  the  form  of  grants 
rather  than  loans." 


It  is  somewhat  ironic 
that  the  frugality  we 
practiced  for  years 
positioned  the  College 
well  in  the  1990s  when 
some  institutions 
are  having  trouble 
paring  back.  In  the 
public  outcry,  some 
institutions  like 
Elizabethtown  are 
taking  the  rap  for 
others."

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In  many  ways,  colleges  and  universities  have  aggressively 
adapted  to  meet  a range  of  demands  in  a new  type  of  market- 
place where  the  interests  of  commerce  and  higher  education 
transact  business.  In  an  era  of  increasing  competition  between 
colleges,  who  can  look  at  their  alma  mater  and  conclude  that  it 
hasn 't  changed  since  they  graduated? 

The  Reality 

Several  other  portions  of  the  national  debate  over  higher  educa- 
tion costs,  however,  do  not  address  the  realities  presented  and 
faced  by  private  liberal  arts  colleges  like  Elizabethtown.  The 
popular  notion  that  private  education  tuition  has  risen  to 
$20-30,000  conflicts  with  the  analysis  of  CUNY’s  Menand, 
which  reveals  that  only  36  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States  charge  $20,000  or  more  in  tuition  and  fees.  In 
addition,  less  than  one  percent  of  students  in  this  country  actu- 
ally pay  that  $20,000. 

At  Elizabethtown,  the  tuition  for  the  1997-98  year  will  be 
$16,230,  which  places  the  College  in  the  lower-middle  of  the 
range  for  private  colleges  in  Pennsylvania,  according  to 

M.  Clarke  Paine,  director  of  financial  aid.  With  most 
Elizabethtown  students  receiving  financial  aid,  actual  tuition 
cost  to  the  average  student  is  typically  less  than  $10,000  per 
year.  Both  Paine  and  Amy  Hagemann,  associate  director  of 
admissions,  agree  that  families  of  prospective  students  actually 
do  not  complain  about  the  cost  of  education. 

“Parents  aren’t  naive,”  says  Paine.  “Almost  everyone  knows 
the  costs,  but  they  also  know  that  financial  aid  is  available.” 

“Families  of  high  school  juniors  may  experience  some  ‘stick- 
er shock,”  Hagemann  remarked.  “But  by  the  time  the  student  is 
a senior  in  high  school,  they  are  used  to  the  reality  of  what  col- 
lege will  cost.  We  are  aware  how  important  the  money  issue  is 
and  are  sensitive  to  families’  needs.  Conversely,  sometimes  they 
are  pleased  with  the  cost  of  Elizabethtown  compared  to  other 
private  colleges.” 

E-town  Worth  the  Cost? 

A private  college  is  accountable  to  many  groups  and  organiza- 
tions: local  communities,  government  bureaucracies,  legislative 
bodies,  often  a religious  entity  or  constituency,  accreditation 
agencies,  and  professional  associations. 

All  private  colleges,  however,  are  most  accountable  to  two 
groups:  students  and  alumni.  They  are  or  have  freely  paid  col- 
leges tuition,  entrusted  colleges  to  educate  them  appropriately, 
and  expected  colleges  to  prepare  them  for  Life  After  College. 
Elizabethtown  polled  a number  of  students  and  younger  alumni 
on  various  aspects  of  accountability  using  the  online  email 
directories.  Every  respondent  stated  that  tuition  at  the  College 
is  high;  however,  each  opinion  was  offered  with  a caveat:  how- 
ever expensive  Elizabethtown  may  have  seemed,  it  was  worth  it. 

David  Randall  ’98,  a computer  science  major  from  Willsboro, 

N. Y.  stated  that  “considering  the  amount  of  knowledge  and  the 
number  of  opportunities  that  I have  received,  in  my  mind  the 
tuition  is  not  too  high.” 


Sheryl  Campbell  ’92  offered  her  views  on  the  education  she 
received  at  Elizabethtown:  “I  feel  very  prepared  for  a life  out  in 
the  working  world.  I also  feel  the  education  is  worth  the  cost, 
compared  to  other  institutions.” 

Grant  Gegwich  ’96  offered  his  views:  “I  can  honestly  say 
now  that  I got  a good  return  on  my  investment  in  E-town.” 

Monica  Davis  ’97,  a communications  major  from  Lebanon, 
N.J.,  stated:  “I  do  believe  tuition  is  extremely  high.  Four  years 
ago  as  a freshman,  I could  barely  afford  it  but  I managed.  This 
school  has  given  me  many  opportunities  and  opened  many 
doors  for  me.” 

There  is  also  a bottom  line  concerning  the  cost  of  education 
that  college  admissions  officers  everywhere  are  quick  to  refer 
to  when  pressed  on  the  issue  of  whether  or  not  it  is  worthwhile 
to  pay  tuition:  according  to  one  study  by  the  U.S.  Census 
Bureau,  high  school  graduates  can  expect  to  earn  $82 1 ,000  in 
their  lifetimes;  college  graduates  will  earn  $1,421,000;  people 
with  professional  degrees,  just  over  $3  million. 

The  Future 

With  tuition  costs  so  clearly  on  students’  minds,  the  expansion 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  System  of  Higher  Education  and  the 
prospect  of  an  Internet  university,  the  University  of  Phoenix, 
entering  the  state  pose  serious  challenges  for  all  private  colleges 
in  Pennsylvania  to  adjust  with  the  times. 

Many  of  those  interviewed  by  Elizabethtown  point  out  that 
the  national  debate  on  accountability  does  not  recognize  that 
variety  of  educational  experiences  across  the  country.  The  edu- 
cational experience  provided  at  larger  institutions,  they  point 
out,  is  so  different  than  Elizabethtown’s  that  the  expansion  of 
“publics”  and  distance  learning  actually  provide  more  challenge 
than  threat. 

“Families  perceive  value  in  education  and  see  E-town  as  a 
caring,  supportive,  and  nurturing  institution,”  says  Director  of 
Financial  Aid  Paine.  “And  many  students  come  to  a place  like 
Elizabethtown  because  they  know  they  can  continue  with  the 
level  of  involvement  in  activities  here  they  had  in  high  school, 
which  might  not  be  true  at  a larger  university.” 

Faculty  and  administrators  point  to  this  level  of  “customer 
service”  practiced  at  colleges  like  Elizabethtown  as  being  one 
of  three  accountability  factors,  along  with  outcomes  assessment 
and  fiscal  responsibility,  that  attract  students  and  families  will- 
ing to  pay  that  tuition. 

In  Shaeffer’s  view  “accountability  equals  efficiency”  and 
Elizabethtown  has  responded  by  developing  budget  principles, 
creating  energy  efficiency  programs,  holding  administrative 
costs  to  the  level  of  the  Consumer’s  Price  Index,  phasing  out 
administrative  positions  through  attrition,  and  creating  more 
on-campus  work  opportunities  for  students. 

“Accountability  will  be  a major  issue  in  higher  education  for 
the  next  three  to  four  years,"  states  Shaeffer.  “The  times  have 
changed,  and  we  must  adjust.”  E

Searching  for  Jane  Austen 
on  the  Internet

It  used  to  be  that  college  students  had  immediate  access  only 
to  the  catalog  of  their  campus  library.  Having  received  their 
assignments,  students  prayed  that  they  were  the  first  in  their 
class  to  arrive  at  the  library,  dutifully  looked  up  their  subject  in 
the  card  catalog,  and  crossed  their  fingers  that  the  book  or  peri- 
odical was  in  the  stacks.  If  the  materials  they  needed  were  not 
available,  they  faced  a long  drive  to  a neighboring  college— 
which  also  might  not  have  the  materials — or  the  challenge  of 
developing  a new  topic. 

Advancements  in  communications  technology  have  radically 
changed  this  aspect  of  college  life,  however.  The  Internet  has 
become  an  invaluable  tool  which  is  quickly  becoming  a neces- 
sity for  students  at  large  urban  universities  as  well  as  smaller, 
isolated  colleges. 

At  Elizabethtown,  access  to  the  Internet  is  available  from 
almost  anywhere:  faculty  offices,  computer  laboratories,  and 
dormitory  rooms.  We’re  a “fully  wired”  campus.  We’re  digital. 
We’re  21st  century! 

This  unlimited  access  to  the  Internet  allows  students  a previ- 
ously unheard-of  flexibility.  We  are  not  restricted  by  the  clock, 
by  anyone  else’s  schedule,  or  by  the  calendar.  The  Internet 
is  24-7  (24  hours  a day,  7 days  a week).  Time  zones,  hemi- 
spheres, longitudes,  latitudes,  political  structures  of  society,  race, 
creed,  gender:  none  of  that  matters.  Like  a popular  television 
commercial  states:  only  ideas  matter. 
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If  a student  is  suffering  from  a lack  of  ideas  or  writer’s  block, 
the  Internet  is  the  most  stimulating  place  in  the  world  to  go  for 
inspiration.  Two  of  my  favorite  tools  are  called  “bulletin  boards” 
and  “newsgroups.”  They  are  places  where  students  and  teach- 
ers or  anyone  interested  in  a particular  subject  can  go  to  discuss 
common  issues  and  ideas. 

I didn’t  always  feel  this  way. 

This  past  semester,  the  issue  in  which  I was  most  interested 
was  the  author  Jane  Austen.  Though  she  has  been  dead  for  over 
a century,  Jane  Austen  is  one  of  the  hottest  topics  on  the  Internet. 

I found  out  about  Jane  Austen  on  the  Internet  from  Maria 
Frawley,  assistant  professor  of  English,  who  is  a certified  “Jane-o- 
phile”  and  Internet  junkie.  She  taught  one  of  my  English  courses 
in  spring  and  one  of  her  assignments  was  to  write  a major  paper 
on  Jane  Austen  using  the  Internet  as  a research  tool. 

Professor  Frawley  specifically  designs  ways  for  students  to 
use  the  Internet  in  her  classes.  She  sent  her  students  digests  of 
messages  from  scholarly  discussion  groups.  She  gave  us  useful 
URL’s  (Universal  Resource  Locators — web  addresses).  She  had 
students  conduct  conversations  in  online  clusters  about  read- 
ings we  covered  in  class.  “I  want  my  students  to  be  able  to  join 
in  the  wider  community  of  ideas,”  says  Professor  Frawley. 

At  first  I shuddered.  This  was  to  be  my  first  real  experience 
using  the  Internet.  I didn’t  even  know  the  difference  between 
the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web  (simply  put:  the  Internet 
is  everything  online;  the  web  is  a portion  of  the  Internet  with 
the  picrtires) . Luckily,  I have  friends  who  are  experienced  in 
such  matters  and  who  were  able  to  point  me  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. After  I got  used  to  it,  I found  that  this  information  super- 
highway thing  isn’t  so  scary  after  all. 

The  first  obstacle  I had  to  overcome  was  the  seemingly  over- 
whelming amount  of  information  available  to  people  who  surf 
the  ’Net.  It  is  like  having  the  Library  of  Congress  on  campus,  and 
then  some.  The  first  tool  I learned  how  to  use,  however,  helped 
me  avoid  information  shock.  It  is  called  the  search  engine. 

Popular  search  engines  go  by  names  like  Yahoo!  and 
Altavista  and  Lycos  and  Webcrawler.  They  are  like  the  ultimate 
card  catalog,  only  easier  to  use.  Each  search  engine  works  dif- 
ferently, but  the  same  principle  applies  to  all:  type  in  a specific 
name  or  subject  category,  and  a list  of  all  registered  web  sites 
that  match  the  words  you  typed  in  will  appear. 

For  instance: 

Step  # 1 : Enter  the  World  Wide  Web  through  your  Internet 
provider. 

Step  #2:  Enter  the  URL:  www.yahoo.com. 

Step  #3:  Type  in  the  words  “Jane  Austen." 
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Step  #4:  Watch  in  wonder  as  the  world  of  Jane  Austen  on  the 
World  Wide  Web  appears  in  a perfectly  ordered  list  on 
your  screen! 

How  students  use  the  Internet  depends  on  their  course  of 
study.  My  friend  Jon  Cramer  '97,  who  majored  in  mathematics 
and  minored  in  actuarial  science,  told  me,  “I  use  the  Internet  to 
obtain  information  from  the  Society  of  Actuaries.  I can  look  up 
exam  schedules,  score  results,  policy  changes,  and  exam  statis- 
tics about  the  exams  I need  to  become  an  actuary.” 

Another  friend,  Diana  Hirtzel  ’97,  told  me  that  she  used  the 
Internet  for  research  for  English  classes  and  to  perform  marketing 
research  for  a publication  class. 

My  first  step  was  to  go  back  and  re-read  the  postings  of 
the  Jane  Austen  newsgroup  to  which  Professor  Frawley  is  sub- 
scribed. Then  I went  through  the  Yahoo!,  Webcrawler,  and  Lycos 
search  engines  looking  for  anything  and  everything  about  Jane 
Austen.  It  was  a virtual  library,  complete  with  text  from  her 
novels  and  bibliographies  of  books  about  her  and  her  writings. 


I was  able  to  use  an  online  catalog  to  see  what  Jane  Austen 
resources  other  libraries  in  the  area  had.  In  a couple  of  minutes, 
I checked  the  status  of  books  in  the  libraries  of  Dickinson 
College,  Millersville  University,  and  Franklin  & Marshall  without 
leaving  campus  or  having  to  telephone  and  being  put  on  hold. 

Unfortunately,  with  all  its  wizardry,  the  Internet  could  not 
actually  do  the  writing  for  me.  It  could,  however,  help  me 
improve  my  writing.  When  a draft  of  my  paper  was  finished,  I 
sent  it  to  an  online,  off-campus  writing  lab  to  have  a tutor  look 
it  over.  Within  a couple  of  days,  the  tutor  sent  my  draft  back  to 
me  with  suggested  revisions. 

A year  ago,  I barely  knew  what  the  Internet  was.  Now  I 
value  it  as  a tool  upon  which  I will  rely  during  my  senior  year 
(and  beyond) . Professor  Frawley 's  class  assignment  helped  me 
to  overcome  my  fear  of  this  Internet  “thing”  which  had  seemed 
so  intimidating  at  first. 

And  Professor  Frawley  was  right:  it  connected  me  to  the 
wider  community  of  ideas  and  resources  that  are  increasingly 
becoming  available  to  students  everywhere. 

Jane  Austen  would  have  been  very  impressed.  E

Real  Estate  Gift  to 
create  Scholarship 


Joyce  Harame  ’54  recently  converted  a 
dentist’s  office  in  Spring  Grove,  Pennsylvania 
into  a charitable  trust  to  create  a scholar- 
ship at  Elizabethtown  College.  Hamme  and 
her  husband,  the  late  Glenn  Hamme  ’53, 
built  the  office  on  Main  Street,  Spring 
Grove  in  1962. 

When  Glenn  died  suddenly  in  1991, 
Joyce  found  herself  responsible  for  renting 
and  managing  the  facility.  After  five  years 
of  renting  the  building,  Joyce  began  to  look 
at  other  alternatives.  Selling  the  building 
meant  a capital  gain;  keeping  the  facility 
meant  tax  and  maintenance  drain  on  an 
unused  building. 

As  a member  of  the  Elizabethtown 
College  Auxiliary  and  the  York  Committee 
for  Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the 
Next , she  felt  perhaps  Elizabethtown  could 
play  a role  in  the  solution.  After  several 
meetings  with  the  Elizabethtown  College 
development  staff  and  her  family,  Joyce 
settled  upon  a plan  that  will  benefit  her 
and  help  the  College  plan  for  the  future. 

Joyce  created  a trust  and  transferred  the 
ownership  of  the  dentist’s  office  into  the 
trust.  The  trust  will  now  sell  the  office,  and 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  will  be  used  to  pro- 
vide income  to  Joyce  for  the  rest  of  her  life. 
Then,  the  balance  of  the  trust  will  create 
The  Glenn  E.  and  Joyce  M.  Hamme 
Scholarship  for  students  of  the  sciences  at 
Elizabethtown  College. 

Like  many  gifts,  this  one  has  mutual 
benefits.  Along  with  the  income  generated 


by  the  trust,  Joyce  benefits  from  the  tax 
deductibility  of  her  gift.  Elizabethtown  ben- 
efits by  the  future  establishment  of  The 
Hamme  Scholarship,  and  the  ability  to  plan 
for  future  needs  at  the  College. 

Joyce  spoke  at  the  York  regional  event 
for  Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the  Next 
in  early  May.  “I  believe  in  supporting  higher 
education  to  repay  the  College  for  what  it 
has  contributed  to  Glenn’s  life  and  my  life.”

Annual  Fund  Fact: 
Not  Bricks  and 
Mortar 

Most  people  would  be  surprised  at 
how  broadly  annual  fund  contributions 
stretch  across  campus.  For  instance,  the 
annual  fund  underwrites  the  budget  of 
Personal  and  Career  Counseling  Services 
(P&CCS) , which  offers  training  and 
counsel  essential  to  our  students’  profes- 
sional and  personal  development.  For 
the  1 995-96  academic  year,  annual 
fund  support  helped  P&CCS  to  offer  the 
following:  counseling  for  622  different 
students  in  1,759  individual  interviews; 
48  different  programs  relating  to  per- 
sonal and  career  growth  (this  does  not 
include  multiple  sessions  of  the  same 
program) ; 35  individual  employment 
recmiters;  and  five  distinct  job,  career 
and/or  graduate  school  fairs. 

New  Recognition 
for  Annual 
Fund  Givers 

When  alumni  receive  their  Donors’ 
Report  this  fall,  they’ll  notice  two  new 
categories  of  recognition.  Development 
officials  created  these  awards  to  encour- 
age a higher  percentage  of  participation 
in  the  annual  fund. 

To  honor  alumni  who  have  been 
consistent  givers  to  the  annual  fund, 
those  who  have  made  a gift  each  year 
for  the  last  five,  ten,  fifteen,  and  twenty 
years  will  receive  a distinct  listing  in 
the  Donors’  Report. 

Also,  within  each  decade,  the  class 
with  the  highest  percentage  of  participa- 
tion (not  dollar  total)  will  receive  special 
recognition.

Why  would  parents  of  current  students 
want  to  make  a contribution  to  the 
College’s  annual  fund  in  addition  to 
paying  tuition?  Elizabethtown  asked 
that  question  of  Bernard  J.  Stone  of 
Greenville,  Del.,  whose  son,  Bryan 
Stone,  is  a freshman  majoring  in 
international  business. 

“My  whole  experience  with  E-town 
has  been  favorable.  Though  I didn’t 
know  anything  about  Elizabethtown 
when  my  son  applied,  the  more  1 
learned  about  the  school,  the  more 
comfortable  I became,”  Stone  says. 

Both  Bernard  and  his  wife,  Kathleen, 
have  volunteered  to  serve  on  the 
Parents’  Council.  They  also  helped  out 


with  this  year’s  phonathon  by  making 
fund-raising  calls  to  other  parents. 
Additionally,  Stone  serves  on  the 
executive  advisory  council  for  the 
International  Business  major. 

“If  you  think  something  is  worth- 
while,” Stone  suggests,  “and  if  you  are 
a parent,  then  you  have  to  get  involved. 
I know  that  tuition  doesn’t  cover  every- 
thing. My  wife  and  I feel  an  obligation 
to  support  E-town,  and  our  son’s  college 
experience,  however  we  can.” 

In  fact,  the  annual  fund  helps  provide 
the  things  that  can  make  the  under- 
graduate experience  more  distinctive, 
including: 

• special  student  activities  outside  the 
classroom; 

• more  student  scholarships  and  finan- 
cial aid; 

• funds  for  faculty  salaries  to  keep  class 
sizes  smaller; 

• technological  initiatives  such  as  the 
new  campus-wide  computer  network, 
which  puts  our  students  on  par  with 
students  at  large  urban  universities. 

“Whatever  their  motivation,  when 
a parent  makes  a gift,"  says  Zane  G.

$47,565.85  from  325  pledges  in  only  three  semesters. 

Her  approach  is  simple.  She  knows  that  without 
donations  from  alumni,  parents,  and  friends,  her  finan- 
cial aid  would  not  be  available,  and  she  would  not  be  able  to  attend  E-town. 

Amy  also  served  as  one  of  two  student  supervisors  for  the  1997  Spring 
Phonathon,  which  netted  $69,299.04.

Traffic  Jams,  Urban  Terrorists  and 
Oddball  Political  Theories

When  I'm  driving  in  my  car  on  clear  nights,  I like  to  tune  in  one  of  the  New  York  City  AM  radio 
stations  to  listen  to  the  traffic  reports.  If  you  ve  never  done  this,  you  should.  At  8 or  9 o'clock 
at  night,  when  nearly  everyone  in  Hampton  Roads  is  wearing  a sweatsuit  and  settling  down  for  an 
evening  of  "Seinfeld,"  the  Long  Island  Expressway  is  still  clogged  with  commuters  fighting  to  get  home. 
It  makes  you  really  appreciate  Hampton  Roads. 

But  last  Monday  morning,  hundreds-if  not  thousands-of  local  commuters  got  a taste  of  big-city 
traffic  when  a UPS  truck  went  up  in  flames  on  1-264.  For  more  than  an  hour  the  expressway  was  a six- 
lane  parking  lot.  I know  because  I was  in  the  middle  of  it. 

I'm  not  complaining.  In  the  12  years  I've  lived  in  Hampton  Roads  this  is  only  my  second  memorable 
traffic  jam.  The  first,  in  the  summer  of  1988,  was  the  mother  of  all  traffic  nightmares-a  sand  truck  cap- 
sized in  the  Hampton  Roads  Bridge-Tunnel,  and  for  more  than  five  hours  we  baked  in  the  unrelenting 
sun  waiting  to  get  off  1-64. 

Twice  in  a dozen  years.  Not  bad. 

But  back  to  Monday.  As  soon  as  traffic  suddenly  slowed  to  a crawl,  a few  A-type  drivers  tried  franti- 
cally to  switch  lanes.  Others  hopped  the  median  strip,  heading  for  a nearby  exit. 

Quickly  traffic  came  to  a standstill.  And  after  five,  then  10  minutes  of  going  nowhere,  it  was  obvious 
that  more  than  the  usual  rush-hour  fender  bender  had  occurred. 

You  could  almost  feel  the  pulses  pound  and  stomach-acid  levels  rise  among  drivers.  Most  must  have 
been  imagining  urgent  work  piled  on  desks,  co-workers  looking  impatiently  at  the  clock,  meetings 
missed.  At  the  15-minute  mark,  nearly  everyone  around  me  seemed  to  be  on  a cell  phone. 

But  as  time  wore  on,  a curious  resignation  settled  in.  No  one  was  trying  to  switch  lanes,  no  horns 
were  honking , no  angry  drivers  were  pounding  their  fists  into  their  car  hoods. 

The  man  in  the  green  Celica  next  to  me  hopped  out,  took  a briefcase  from  his  trunk  and  calmly 
spread  papers  out  on  his  passenger's  seat. 

The  man  driving  a cement  truck  a lane  away  sipped  his  20-ounce  coffee  calmly  and  cupped  his  chin 
in  his  hand.  Maybe  he  is  paid  by  the  hour. 

The  woman  in  the  orange  Volkswagen  bug  behind  me  was  listening  to  the  radio  and  drumming 
along  on  the  steering  wheel. 

As  I sat  there  I recalled  an  offbeat  theory  one  of  my  college  professors  developed  on  government. 
Professor  Wayne  Selcher-chairman  of  the  Elizabethtown  College  political-science  department- 
discerned  a direct  correlation  between  the  stability  of  government  and  how  well  its  citizens  behave  in 
traffic.  I think  he  concocted  this  oddball  theory  after  a white-knuckle  motor  trip  through  Italy  where 
the  government  is  in  constant  flux. 

If  Selcher's  theory  has  merit-and  I think  it  does- America  is  safe  for  democracy  based  on  what  I saw 
Monday.  Never  before  had  I seen  so  many  unhappy  people  behave  so  admirably. 

When  at  long  last  traffic  began  to  move,  flashing  signs  warned  that  the  right  lanes  ahead  were  closed. 
Immediately,  all  of  the  cars  in  the  left  lane  fell  into  a polite,  each-car-let-another-car-in  rhythm.  No  one 
sped  to  make  up  time;  traffic  proceeded  in  an  orderly  fashion  into  Norfolk. 

By  the  time  I got  to  work  I felt  bad  about  being  more  than  an  hour  late,  but  I felt  good  about  where  I 
lived.  What  a pleasure  to  be  in  a place  where  hopelessly  snarled  traffic  is  the  exception  rather  than  the 
rule  and  where  frustrated  drivers  don't  turn  into  urban  terrorists. 

But  Dwight  Farmer,  a transportation  expert  with  the  Hampton  Roads  Planning  District  Commission, 
says  manageable  traffic  won't  last.  Farmer  predicts  that  within  10  years,  traffic  in  Hampton  Roads  will  be 
as  congested  as  it  is  now  in  Northern  Virginia  unless  the  road-building  tempo  quickens. 

By  then  Northern  Virginia  will  be  as  bad  as  New  York  City  is  today  and  drivers  in  the  Big  Apple  will 
be  forced  to  abandon  their  cars  in  the  streets  and  head  for  the  subways  out  of  desperation. 

If  local,  state  and  federal  governments  don't  plan  ahead -and  do  it  quickly-hour-long  backups  on  the 
Virginia  Beach-Norfolk  Expressway  may  be  routine. 

And  some  night,  in  the  not-too-distant  future,  we  may  find  Minnesotans  tuning  into  WNIS-850  AM 
late  at  night  to  listen  in  disbelief  to  reports  about  the  traffic  jams  in  Southeastern  Virginia.  E

No  New  Thing  Under  the  Sun: 

The  Freshman  Class  of  1946

Let  me  dispel  a few  myths  held  by  some  of  the  younger  alumni 
around  us:  “baby  boomers”  were  not  invented  in  the  1960’s; 
“non-traditional  students”  are  older  than  you  think;  and  at  one 
point  in  the  College’s  history  the  four-year  baccalaureate  was 
somewhat  unusual. 

Think  back  to  the  collegiate  academic  year  which  began  in 
the  autumn  of  1946.  One  million  former  soldiers  returning 
home  from  World  War  II  flooded  college  campuses  across  the 
country  thanks  to  the  G.I.  Bill  of 
Rights.  Elizabethtown  College  was 
no  exception — our  freshman  class 
of  1 66  represented  nearly  half  the 
entire  student  body  and  was  the 
largest  class  by  far  up  until  then. 

This  trend  represented  not  only 
young  men  seeking  to  fulfill  delayed 
educational  goals,  but  also  the  post- 
World  War  I “baby  boom”  of 
1921-25.  President  A.  C.  Baugher 
told  us  we  turned  away  another 
300  potential  freshmen  simply  due 
to  lack  of  space. 

We  also  saw  the  College  in  tran- 
sition from  a traditional  residential 
college  to  something  representing 
more  of  a commuter  college.  The 
average  age  of  all  freshmen  was  24, 
men  outnumbered  women  3:1,  and 
more  than  a few  of  us  were  manied 
with  children  (the  1949  Etonian  features  a section  dedicated 
to  the  “Next  Generation” — with  pictures  of  16  children  bom  to 
members  of  our  class  during  their  matriculation) . 

It  was  also  the  era  of  the  carpool.  It  was  not  unusual  to  see 
automobiles  entering  the  campus  containing  six  students  arriv- 
ing for  a 7:40  class  from  York,  Harrisburg,  Lancaster,  Reading, 
Columbia,  Bainbridge,  or  Marietta.  These  original  “non-tradi- 
tional”  students  were  resourceful,  of  legal  age,  and,  if  I recall 
correctly,  did  not  depend  on  or  expect  the  College  administration 
to  give  them  any  extra  assistance. 


Lastly,  most  of  the  freshmen  who  entered  Elizabethtown 
in  1946  did  not  graduate  “on  time.”  About  one-quarter  of 
our  class  completed  their  degrees  in  less  than  three  years. 
Conversely,  over  sixty  of  us  graduated  either  at  the  end  of 
summer  following  senior  year  or  with  the  class  after  ours. 

The  freshman  class  of  1946  carved  its  own  peculiar  niche  in 
the  annals  of  the  College.  Never  have  we  seen  another  period 
where  the  College  has  gone  from  famine  to  feast  in  such  a short 
» r period  of  time.  Never  has  the  student 
- body  of  our  suburban  enclave  repre- 
sented so  closely  that  of  a modem 
urban  institution  of  higher  learning. 

I hope  that  other  alumni— young 
and  old— will  develop  and  document 
similar  recollections  pertinent  to  their 
years  on  campus.  We  are  moving 
swiftly  through  the  last  decade  of 
the  20th  century  and  the  centennial 
of  Elizabethtown  College  will  be 
observed  two  years  from  now.  Let 
us  celebrate  not  only  who  we  are 
now  as  a community  but  also  how 
we  got  here.  E

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Allen  Theatre  Is  Toast  of  Annville 

A lien  (Skipl  Hicks  '67  took  a road  to  small  business  ownership  that  you  would  be  more  likely  to  read 
# \ about  in  a Hollywood  script  than  in  a college  textbook. 

And  after  six  years  of  hard  work,  Hicks  is  now  enjoying  a Hollywood-type  ending. 

In  1991,  he  invested  in  an  80-year-old  building  that  was  in  desperate  need  of  a complete  overhaul,  had 
no  on-site  parking,  and  was  located  far  from  major  commercial  centers  in  Annville,  Pa. 

Now,  Hicks  and  his  wife,  Martha  Bonner  Hicks  '66,  are  the  proud  owners  of  a bustling  single-screen 
movie  house  and  adjoining  coffee  shop.  The  duo  renovated  what  was  the  historic  Astor  Theater  into  what 
is  now  the  Allen  Theatre  and  MJ's  Coffeehouse,  creating  a hub  of  cultural  and  social  activity  that  would  fit 
just  as  comfortably  in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  or  Baltimore  as  it  does  in  downtown  Annville. 

And  in  doing  so,  the  Hicks  have  not  only  given  cinema  fans  an  attractive  alternative  to  the  multiplex 
rat  race,  but  they  have  also  created  a home  for  a local  community  theater  group,  another  intellectual 
outlet  for  a neighboring  college,  and  a meeting  place  for  loyal  patrons  from  all  across  Lebanon  and 
Lancaster  counties. 

"I  had  a desire  to  do  two  things  in  my  life,  teach  and  own  my  own  business,''  said  Skip  Hicks,  who 
retired  in  1990  after  20  years 
as  an  educator  at  the  Milton 
Hershey  School  in  Hershey,  Pa. 

"Since  movies  and  theater  have 
always  been  a hobby  of  mine, 
here,  not  only  can  I run  my  own 
business,  but  it  can  be  in  an 
area  that  I'm  very  interested.'' 

He  first  became  involved  in 
theater  in  high  school,  when, 
as  an  asthmatic  unable  to  par- 
ticipate in  sports,  he  turned  to 
acting  as  an  outlet  for  his  cre- 
ative energy.  His  most  notable  achievements  on  the  stage  came  after  his  graduation  from  Elizabethtown 
when  he  went  on  to  study  theater  at  New  York  University  and  later  took  part  in  some  summer  stock  work. 

"At  E-town  I had  a small  part  in  a play  called  Harvey,  which  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Enterline,''  said  Hicks.  "I 
guess  my  biggest  acting  highlight  came  during  summer  stock  at  the  Totem  Pole  Theater  in  Chambersburg, 
Pa.,  in  the  mid  70s.  There  I was  in  a play  that  starred  Jean  Stapleton,  who  was  obviously  better  known  as 
Edith  Bunker  on  the  TV  show  All  In  the  Family." 

The  theater  and  coffee  shop  enjoy  a complementary  relationship  with  Lebanon  Valley  College,  which 
fortunately  enough  sits  right  across  the  street.  The  Allen  Theatre  has  served  as  host  for  several  LVC  func- 
tions, ranging  from  a film  series  each  semester  to  plays  and  lectures.  The  coffee  shop  is  also  a popular 
hangout  for  the  college's  students  and  faculty. 

"We  even  have  a student  who  plays  her  violin  on  Saturday  nights  while  the  moviegoers  are  waiting  for 
the  show  to  start.  She  puts  her  case  out  and  gets  some  nice  tips,"  said  Hicks  with  a laugh. 

In  addition,  the  Annville  Community  Theater  stages  about  four  plays  a year,  including  a recent  produc- 
tion, coincidentally  enough,  of  Harvey. 

"We  got  a great  response,  right  from  the  start,"  he  continued.  "My  fear  was  that  there  wouldn't  be 
anyone  showing  up  at  the  opening  or  that  anyone  even  cared.  I was  very  pleasantly  surprised  at  how  a 
single-screen  movie  house  has  been  so  well  accepted."  E

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The  Best  of  Both  Worlds 

Though  part-time  employment  for  women  in  health  care  is  nothing  new,  being  a part-time  employee 
while  retaining  executive  status  is  not  at  all  common,  especially  in  Lancaster  County.  Joanne  C. 
Eshelman  '86  knows  of  no  business  peers  or  women  in  her  church  or  community  who  do  exactly 
what  she  does. 

Joanne  is  reluctant  to  admit  that  she  is  a role  model-that  she  has  inspired  others  to  follow  suit. 
However,  since  Joanne  has  shared  her  story  freely  in  conversations  and  through  a Lancaster  County 
magazine  feature  in  1994,  a lot  of  women  in  different  fields  have  talked  with  her,  in  hopes  of  doing  the 
same  themselves.  She  remembers 
receiving  a call  from  a business 
associate  who  told  her,  "I'm  follow- 
ing your  lead.  I'm  cutting  my  hours 
so  I can  be  home  with  my  kids." 

Joanne  enjoys  her  job  as  the 
Director  of  Public  Relations  at 
Ephrata  Community  Hospital.  She's 
part  of  the  executive  management 
team  and  has  been  knuckling 
down  to  the  demands  of  profes- 
sion in  the  dynamic  healthcare 
industry  since  1987. 

She  also  loves  being  a mother 
to  four  boys-three  of  whom  are  Joanne,  in 
under  six-years-old. 

Because  of  a unique  arrangement  with  her  employer  and  with  other  members  of  her  family  including 
her  husband  and  her  father-in-law,  Joanne  has  been  combining  work  and  family  successfully  since  1991. 

Six  years  ago,  when  she  and  her  husband,  Rob,  realized  that  they  were  going  to  have  their  first  child 
together,  she  hit  upon  an  idea.  At  that  time  another  woman  who  served  on  her  executive  management 
team  had  a baby  and  reduced  her  work  load  to  part-time.  If  Joanne  could  find  someone  to  work  with 
her,  she  could  reduce  her  working  day,  too,  and  spend  half  of  each  working  day  with  her  new  baby 
and  her  oldest  son. 

When  she  approached  her  boss,  John  Porter,  with  her  plan,  the  president  and  CEO  of  the  hospital 
he  said  that  she  should  give  it  a try. 

For  the  first  year  after  Tyler  was  born,  Rob  arranged  his  work  schedule  at  the  Ephrata  Cloister 
Museum  so  that  he  could  stay  home  mornings  while  Joanne  was  at  work.  Every  now  and  then,  Rob's 
father,  who  was  retired,  would  help  out  watching  the  children.  When  Rob  had  to  resume  regular  day- 
time hours,  his  father  volunteered  to  stay  with  Tyler-an  arrangement  that  worked  out  so  well  that 
Joanne  and  Rob  decided  to  have  two  more  children,  all  of  whom  Rob's  father  now  cares  for  weekday 
mornings  while  Joanne  works  part-time  at  the  hospital. 

Joanne  believes  that  shifting  to  a part-time  career  has  worked  for  her  family  for  several  reasons.  "In 
reducing  my  hours  at  work,  I am  really  focused.  I sit  down  and  get  right  into  things.  My  responsibilities 
at  the  hospital  have  not  changed.  I don't  feel  that  people  treat  me  any  differently.  We  have  a good 
office  team  and  good  communication.  They  know  they  can  call  me  at  home  for  anything,"  she  explains. 

"Rob  and  I live  and  work  in  Ephrata,  so  neither  of  us  has  to  spend  a lot  of  time  commuting.  My  hus- 
band does  everything  around  the  house  that  I do.  And  my  sons  are  learning  that  men  can  do  all  the 
things  that  mommies  can  do,"  she  adds. 

"Working  part-time  does  not  have  to  be  a sacrifice  professionally.  People  who  have  children  need  to 
look  at  their  options  and  talk  with  people  they  work  with.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  employer  not 
to  have  employee  turnover.  Opportunities  may  be  there  that  they  haven't  ever  though  of.  I really  have 
the  best  of  both  worlds,"  Joanne  concludes.  E

It  enjoyed  a premiere  in  February  at 
the  Promenade  Theatre,  Broadway  at  76th  Street,  to  critical  acclaim. 

"This  is  the  first  musical  that  I have  written,"  Peter  says.  "To  have  my  first  full-length,  soup-to-nuts 
endeavor  reviewed  favorably  by  The  New  York  Times  is  truly  exciting.'' 

Peter  raised  rabbits  growing  up,  and  the  story  of  Peter  Rabbit  was  a childhood  favorite.  Several  years 
ago,  after  his  brothers  started  to  have  children,  he 
wanted  to  put  together  a tape  of  music  for  his 
nieces  and  nephews.  What  started  out  as  a family 
project  evolved  into  an  original  musical  theater 
production  about  Peter  Rabbit.

In  Memoriam: 

Elizabeth  M.  Garber 

Dr.  Elizabeth  M.  Garber,  professor  emerita  at 
Elizabethtown  College,  died  on  April  14, 1997, 
in  the  Mennonite  Home  at  age  89.  Born  in 
Marietta,  Pa.,  she  was  a daughter  of  the  late 
J.  Hoffman  and  Laura  Mumma  Garber. 

She  began  teaching  at  the  College  in  1966  and 
retired  as  a professor  of 
political  science  in  1973. 
She  served  as  chair- 
woman of  the  depart- 
ment and  coordinator 
of  study  abroad.  She  took 
a leave  from  the  College 
in  1970-71  to  serve  as 
visiting  professor  at  the 
University  of  Ghana. 

A graduate  of  Hood 
College  and  George  Washington  University,  she 
earned  a doctorate  from  the  University  of  Paris. 
She  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree  by  Hood  College. 

Before  joining  the  Elizabethtown  faculty, 
she  was  director  of  the  Overseas  Education 
Foundation  Leadership  Institute  at  Wellesley 
College  and  Pembroke  College  in  Brown  University. 

In  the  mid-1960s  she  traveled  to  Red  China 
with  a group  of  French  women,  among  the  first 
westerners  to  visit  the  country  since  World 
War  II.  She  encountered  Chinese  people  who 
told  her  that  she  was  the  first  blue-eyed  person 
they  had  ever  seen. 

She  was  an  active  member  of  the  American 
Political  Science  Association  and  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors. 

'As  founder  of  the  Political  Science  Department 
and  its  first  chairperson.  Dr.  Garber  brought  a 
wealth  of  international  and  governmental  experi- 
ence to  our  campus,"  says  Wayne  A.  Selcher,  pro- 
fessor of  international  studies,  who  was  a member 
of  Garber's  political  science  department.  "The 
depth  and  breadth  of  her  career  achievements 
show  her  ability  and  drive.  At  Elizabethtown,  she 
was  a dedicated  and  popular  teacher  who  had  a 
commitment  to  prepare  students  for  active, 
informed  citizenship,  and  government  service." 

She  is  survived  by  three  brothers.  Dr.  J.  Hoffman 
of  Lancaster,  Thomas  M.  of  Homasassa  Springs, 

Fla.,  and  Joseph  M.  of  Elizabethtown.

Bridge  Building 
Is  a Dangerous 
Business 


The  Phoenix  Bridge  Company  of 
Phoenixvi/le,  Pa.,  was  one  of  the 
19th  and  early  20th  century  leaders 
in  the  fabricating  of  bridges  in  North 
America.  Thomas  R.  Winpenny  III, 
prof  essor  of  history,  has 
written  a history  of 
the  company  entitled 
Without  Fitting, 

Filing,  or  Chipping: 

An  Illustrated  History 
of  the  Phoenix  Bridge 
Company,  from  which 
the following  is 
excerpted:

Bndge  building  is  an  comply 

ancient  craft.  It  evolved 
slowly  over  many  hun- 
dreds of  years  before  being  revolution- 
ized in  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  by  professional  engineers  who, 
by  using  patented  designs  and  modern 
fabrication  techniques,  were  able  to 
guarantee  delivery  to  a site  only  a few 
weeks  after  an  order  was  placed.  An 
industry  leader  in  accelerating  production 
was  the  Phoenix  Bridge  Company  of 
Phoenixville,  Pennsylvania,  the  succes- 
sor in  1884  to  the  firm  of  Clarke,  Reeves 
and  Company. 

Clarke,  Reeves  and  Phoenix  Bridge, 
and  firms  such  as  American  Bridge  of 
Chicago  and  Keystone  Bridge  of  western 
Pennsylvania  became  the  pioneers  of  the 
catalogue  bridge  movement.  This  move- 
ment appeared  in  the  early  1870s  when 
bridge  fabricating  companies  began  to 
prepare  catalogues  that  displayed  their 
most  commonly  produced  spans  in  a 
series  of  architectural  drawings. 

Armed  with  this  catalogue,  an  agent 
of  the  Clarke,  Reeves  company  could 
meet  with  railroad  officials  or  town 
fathers  and  argue  that  Clarke,  Reeves 
was  a premier  firm  in  a highly  competi- 
tive industry  that  included  other  major 
players,  minor  players,  fly-by-nigh ters, 


and  outright  incompetents.  Potential 
customers  could  readily  imagine  that 
with  catalogues  a new  age  of  standard- 
ization had  dawned:  truly  outstanding 
designs  had  been  identified  and  patent- 
ed; component  bridge  parts  simply  sat 
in  warehouses  waiting  to  be  hoisted  out 
and  loaded  onto  rail  cars  for  shipment. 

Phoenix  Bridge  did  a land-office 
business  in  an  overcrowded  industry  in 
the  last  decades  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury', fabricating  and  erecting 
hundreds  of  railway  bridges 
and  viaducts  and  an  occasional 
highway  span,  primarily  in 
the  United  States,  Canada, 
and  Latin  America.  However 
comfortable  Phoenix  Bridge 
may  have  been  in  doing  one 
thing  very  well,  the  firm’s 
leadership,  embodied  by  pres- 
ident David  Reeves,  chief 
yV  engineer  Adolphus  Bonzano, 
Thomas  R-  and  superintendent  John 

Griffen,  ultimately  pursued 
more  fascinating  and  problematic 
engineering  challenges. 

So  it  was  that  in  1875  the  company 
completed  the  Girard  Avenue  Bridge 
over  the  Schuylkill  River  to  connect  the 
Philadelphia  Centennial  Exposition  in 
Fairmount  Park  to  the  Philadelphia 
Zoological  Gardens.  Such  a shift  in 
emphasis  from  the  mundane  to  the  spec- 
tacular was  not  without  consequences. 

In  1 888  a Phoenix  bridge  under 
constniction  at  Cincinnati  lost  all  of  its 
falsework  (temporary  supporting  frame- 
work) ; in  1 893  a Phoenix  bridge  under 
construction  at  Louisville  collapsed 
resulting  in  extensive  loss  of  life;  in 
1 898  a Phoenix  bridge  almost  complet- 
ed in  Rockbridge  County,  Virginia,  gave 
way — again  with  loss  of  life;  and  in 
1907  a Phoenix  bridge  under  construc- 
tion at  Quebec  crashed  into  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  killing  75  workmen  in 
one  of  the  most  famous  bridge  disasters 
in  history. 

Phoenix  Bridge  lost  both  dollars  and 
prestige  as  a result  of  these  accidents. 
Equally  threatening  in  a different  way 
was  the  creation  of  the  American  Bridge 
Company  in  1 900.  This  agglomeration  or 


merger  of  many  of  America’s  leading 
bridge-building  companies  as  a subsidiary^ 
of  the  newly  created  United  States  Steel 
Company  created  a giant  in  the  industry 
that  promised  to  consume  anywhere  from 
50  to  90  percent  of  the  market. 

From  the  historian’s  perspective,  it’s 
hard  to  believe  that  Phoenix  Bridge’s 
best  years  were  not  behind  her  by  1907. 
In  1907,  however,  Phoenix  still  had 
some  fascinating  projects  on  the  drawing 
board,  including  the  Manhattan  Bridge 
in  New  York  City,  completed  in  1909. 

Little  more  than  a decade  later,  how- 
ever, company  business  records  reveal  a 
trend  in  the  direction  of  smaller  projects 
and  often  nondescript  work.  Admittedly 
America  needed  only  so  many  steel 
bridges,  and  perhaps  a saturation  point 
had  been  reached.  A revolution  in  rein- 
forced concrete  had  started  to  redefine 
bridge  construction,  and  Phoenix  hardly 
seemed  to  be  in  a position  to  capitalize 
on  the  revolution:  Phoenix  Bridge  had 
always  been  viewed  by  its  owners  as 
an  outlet  for  the  finished  product  of 
Phoenix  Iron  and  Steel. 

A major  effort  was  made  in  the 
late  1940s  to  sell  the  firm — with  no 
success— and  so  Phoenix  Bridge 
remained  in  business  until  1962. 

There  is  something  patently  heroic 
about  pioneering  in  the  late  1 9th  and 
early  20th  century  bridge  building.  The 
20th  century  held  out  great  promise  for 
Phoenix  Bridge,  but  by  the  1920s  the 
company  was  well  on  its  way  to  becom- 
ing a shadow  of  its  former  self,  increas- 
ingly the  all-purpose  worker  in  structural 
steel  as  opposed  to  the  heroic  bridge 
builder. 

Phoenix  Bridge,  though  now  defunct, 
is  still  widely  known  and  fondly  remem- 
bered by  a host  of  civil  engineers,  bridge 
preservationists,  and  historians  of  tech- 
nolog}'— to  say  nothing  of  railway  and 
transportation  enthusiasts— and,  of 
course,  the  residents  of  Phoenixville, 
Pennsylvania.  E

Hoopla 

The  Elizabethtown  basketball  teams  both  completed  strong  campaigns  this  winter. 
The  Blue  Jay  women  posted  a 2 1 -8  overall  record  and  advanced  to  the  second 
round  of  the  NCAA  Division  III  playoffs  as  well  as  the  MAC  championship  game. 
Brenda  Wessel  ’98  (Hershey,  Pa.)  scored  her  1,000th  career  point  on  the  way 
to  first  team  MAC  Commonwealth  League  all-star  honors.  She  was  joined  on  the 
all-star  team  by  forward  Shauntae  Stancil  ’99  (Bensalem,  Pa.). 

Coach  Yvonne  Kauffman  followed  the  season  with  one  of  her  best  recruiting 
efforts  ever.  The  Class  of  2001  will  include  three  blue-chip  prospects  from 
Lancaster  County. 

The  Blue  Jay  men  finished  with  a 16-10  mark  and  made  a run  to  the  semifi- 
nals of  the  MAC  playoffs.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  a 79-68  victory  over 
nationally  ranked  Lycoming  in  the  opening  round  of  the  conference  tournament. 
Ryan  Billet  ’98  (York,  Pa.)  reached  the  1,000  career  point  mark  and  earned 
MAC  Commonwealth  League  all-star  recognition.

Pool  Sharks 

Jackie  Zimmerman  ’99  (Sinking 
Spring,  Pa.)  turned  in  another  outstand- 
ing performance  at  the  NCAA  Division 
III  women’s  swimming  championships, 
this  year  earning  All-America  status 
in  two  events  and  setting  three 
Elizabethtown  College  records. 

On  her  way  to  placing  second  in  the 
100-yard  breaststroke,  she  not  only 
broke  the  E-town  record,  she  also  broke 
the  exisiting  national  record  by  almost 
a Hill  second.  She  followed  that  up  with 
a third-place  finish  in  the  200-breast- 
stroke,  giving  her  a total  of  four  All- 
America  medals  in  her  first  two  seasons 
at  Elizabethtown. 

Zimmennan  was  also  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  champ  in  both 
breaststroke  events,  as  well  as  the  200- 
yard  individual  medley.  For  the  second 
straight  season,  she  was  named  the 
David  Eavenson  Award  winner  as  the 
conference’s  oustanding  swimmer. 

The  swimming  teams  as  a whole 
enjoyed  a remarkable  MAC  champi- 
onship meet.  The  men’s  and  women’s 
teams  both  placed  second  as 
Elizabethtown  narrowly  missed  out  on 
two  MAC  titles.  Doug  Hamsher  ’98 
(Lititz,  Pa.)  was  the  headliner  for  the 
men,  capturing  titles  in  the  50-yard  and 
1 00-yard  freestyle. 


Four-Star  Debuts 

Baseball  coach  Gary  Pritchard  inherit- 
ed a squad  that  had  graduated  five  start- 
ing position  players  and  returned  just 
three  pitchers.  Softball  coach  Barb 
Shenk  took  over  a program  that  was 
coming  off  of  an  11-21  record,  the  worst 
for  a Blue  Jay  softball  team  since  1981. 

The  baseball  team  hammered  out  a 
19-11  overall  record  and  captured  the 
MAC  Commonwealth  League  regular- 
season  title.  The  youthful  softball  team 
finished  with  a 17-14  mark,  a record 
that  included  four  heartbreaking  confer- 
ence losses  by  a total  of  five  runs.

On  Remembering 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

at  a Brethren  College

The  life  and  vision  of  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  should  be  honored 
at  Elizabethtown  College. 

I believe  he  should  be  singled  out 
because  he  stood  out  above  all  others  dur- 
ing his  time  on  this  earth.  He  was  a leader 
of  international  stature,  not  just  of  African- 
Americans,  but  for  all  of  us.  I believe  he 
should  be  honored  at  this  College  because 
his  message  of  justice  and  equality  for 
all  people  is  one  held  very  dear  by  the 
founders  of  Elizabethtown  College,  whose 
Brethren  ancestors  were  forced  out  of 
Europe  by  prejudice  and  persecution. 

As  I reflect  upon  the  life  of  this  man 
who  gave  his  passionate  “1  Have  a Dream" 
speech  in  Washington,  and  who  was 
assaulted,  insulted,  and  jailed  during  peaceful  protests,  I wonder 
what  life  was  like  for  him  on  a personal  level.  Today  the  daily 
news  is  saturated  with  the  intimate  details  of  the  lives  of  super- 
star  athletes,  performers,  government  officials,  and  even  notori- 
ous criminals.  For  one  man  to  live  his  life  in  the  spotlight  giving 
up  the  comfort  of  privacy  and  the  feeling  of  security,  to  lead  a 
nation  towards  his  vision,  was  to  me  an  unfathomable  sacrifice. 
Dr.  King  has  been  criticized  by  his  opponents  on  many  levels, 
but  aren’t  we  all  sinners?  It  was  partly  because  of  his  endearing 
humanity  that  he  was  able  to  be  a bridge  between  groups 
opposed  to  each  other. 

Besides  sacrificing  his  private  life,  I feel  that  Dr.  King  should 
be  reverenced  for  his  constant  struggle  against  injustice  in  his 
neighborhood,  his  workplace,  and  in  his  country.  I once  read  a 
parable  of  a man  who  struggled  to  change  his  friends,  his  fam- 
ily, his  state,  and  eventually  attempted  to  change  his  nation. 
However,  he  failed  at  all  these  attempts  because  he  failed  to  do 
the  most  important  thing:  change  himself  first.  Dr.  King,  how- 
ever, practiced  what  he  preached:  he  is  an  example  of  a man 
who  lived  by  his  words.  He  not  only  preached  about  treating 
everyone  with  respect  and  dignity  but  he  sought  to  make  every- 
one he  came  in  contact  with  feel  as  if  they  were  empowered  and 
capable  of  doing  anything. 

Dr.  King  convinced  a people  that  they  could  crush  the 
monopoly  of  inequality  that  had  dominated  society  for  decades. 


By  using  peaceful  demonstration,  sit-ins, 
and  boycotts  the  African-American  popula- 
tion began  to  gain  constitutional  rights  that 
had  been  denied  to  them.  From  the  right 
to  sit  anywhere  on  a bus  to  eating  at  the 
lunch  counter  to  having  full  legal  repre- 
sentation. 

Despite  his  life-long  contribution  to  the 
civil  rights  movement,  1 feel  that  Dr.  King’s 
dream  has  not  yet  been  realized.  As  one 
takes  a trip  around  the  world,  there  are  still 
wars  being  waged  based  on  people’s  reli- 
gious beliefs,  ethnic  heritage,  or  prejudiced 
ideals  that  have  been  passed  on  from  gen- 
eration to  generation.  Children  by  the  mil- 
lions are  dying  from  hunger,  disease,  and 
as  innocent  victims  of  war  and  terrorism.  From  the  coast  of 
Africa,  to  the  Middle  East,  right  to  our  very  doorsteps  here  in 
America,  this  evidence  of  a world  falling  short  of  Dr.  King’s 
vision  can  be  found. 

When  I’m  asked  the  question  why  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 

Jr.  should  be  honored  I reflect  upon  his  life,  his  legacy,  and 
his  dream.  His  life  was  cut  short  on  the  balcony  of  a Memphis 
hotel  on  April  4,  1968.  His  legacy  was  recorded  in  the  history 
books  and  will  be  forever  in  the  archives  of  libraries.  However, 
his  unfulfilled  dream  lingers  on  in  the  hearts  and  souls  of  those 
who  continue  to  suffer  from  injustice,  inequality,  oppression, 
and  prejudice. 

By  honoring  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  here  at  Elizabethtown 
College,  we  will  be  honoring  his  sacrifice  and  his  vision.  We  will 
also  be  keeping  his  dream  alive,  which  is  part  of  the  College’s 
mission  of  affirming  the  “values  of  peace,  justice,  and  human 
dignity.”  E
